OCTOBER  2,  1984

Meeting  opened  at  2:15  P.M.  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  President  Dick  Leblanc. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  last  meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  National  AFL/CIO  has  been  contacted 
by  a  German  Youth  Group,  the  DGB,  which  represents  the  union  in  Germany,  in 
the  hopes  of  setting  up  a  union  sponsored  trip  to  Germany.   President  Osborn 
asked  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  to  explain  the  trip  to  the  Council. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  outlined  the  tentative  plans  for  this  trip  and  asked 
permission  of  the  Council  to  participate.   He  read  a  list  of  union  officials 
who  would  possibly  be  participating  in  the  trip. 

MMS  that  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  take  part  in  a  trip  to  Germany  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  image  of  the  U.S.  and  the  unions  in  our  country,  which  at  this 
time  is  very  low  in  Germany.   So  voted . 

Pres.  Osborn  interrupted  his  report  at  this  time  to  allow  Director  Foley  to 
give  his  Legislative  report  since  Mr.  Foley  had  business  to  attend  to  at  the 
State  House. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT: 

Director  Foley  described  the  packet  of  information  that  would  be  given  out  to 
all  the  delegates  the  following  day  —  outlining  the  important  issues  and 
listing  the  senators  and  reps. 

Director  Foley  discussed  the  Mondale  campaign  and  the  importance  of  the  phone 
banks.  He  said  the  feeling  is  now  that  the  majority  of  union  members  will  go 
for  Mondale. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  report.   So  voted. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT:  (contd.) 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  the  Workers  Comp.  Committee  has  been  hard  at  work 
and  he  praised  Vice  Presidents  Farmer  and  Mahar  for  their  efforts.   Discussion 
followed  on  the  Workers  Comp.  issue,  just  what  was  hoped  for  in  the  final 
bill,  etc.   Although  the  Governor's  Task  Force  had  not  officially  met  since 
May,  the  Task  Force  had  served  a  very  important  purpose  and  that  was  the 
gathering  and  combining  of  information  from  all  parties  concerned,  including 
public  hearings  and  expert  testimony.   However,  time  was  running  out  and  our 
convention  mandate  must  be  met,  and  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  will  file  a  bill  of  its 
own  with  the  cooperation  of  Chairman  Bassett,  Chairman  Wetmore  and  others. 
Exec.  V.P.  Evers  advised  that  it  is  such  a  complex  issue  that  it  should  not  be 
considered  a  loss  if  the  Committee  did  not  get  everything  they  want  at  this 
time.   He  feels  it  may  take  one  or  two  years  to  get  it  to  the  point  where  we 
would  be  content  with  it. 

Discussion  followed  by  Vice  Presidents  Mahar  and  Leblanc. 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  the  support  of  Rep.  Bassett  in  the  struggle  on  the  Workers 
Comp.  bill. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT: 

Financial  report  noted  . 

Ups  and  Downs  report  favorable  and,  as  shown,  the  income  is  improved  over  last 
month. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  has  been  in  touch  with  the  Boston 
Company,  as  the  Council  requested,  to  learn  just  what  type  of  projects  they 
invest  their  money  in.   This  is  prior  to  any  commitment  on  the  part  of  the 
Council  to  deal  with  this  company.   The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  awaiting  a 
reply  from  them.   Verbally  he  has  been  told  that  they  build  union.  He  will 
continue  to  check  other  banks. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  Invited  to  and  spoke  at  AFSCME  Convention  on  the  Cape  the  previous 
week.   He  was  proud  to  participate  in  Mike  Bothelo's  50th 

year  anniversary. 

-  Attended  the  North  Worcester  CLC  swearing  in  of  officers  with 
Dick  Leblanc.   Praised  this  Council  for  their  work. 

-  Worked  with  Pres.  Osborn  and  Exec.  V.P.  Evers  on  the  Ackerly 
dispute.   Settlement  is  imminent  and  it  looks  very  good. 
Long  hours  went  in  on  this.  . 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

Agenda  for  the  Convention  discussed  briefly  by  President  Osborn.
